LONDON, Jan. 12.—Brtish war corre- 


epondents are pouring in through the malis 
columns of descriptions of the operations 
in South Africa. Those revently prinied 
refer chiefly to the battles of Gres Pan an 
Modder River, for it is yet too early for 
the publication of full accounts of Buller’s 


defeat at Colenso. 
The Times’ correspondent at Modder 
River has written a graphic account of the 
long, fierce battle that takes its name from 
that stream. ‘“‘For the whole of the day,” 
he writes. “the guards’ brigade lay on the 
opén veldt in a neat that was actuasjy 110 
degrees in the shade at midday. Mean- 
while, the left flank had not been idle, and 
after the Genera! nad personaliy lied them 
to the summit of a slight rise that com- 
manded the only possibie means of cross- 
ing the river—the dam that had been buiit 
to turn the Modder River into an orna- 
mental lake for the picnics of Kimberiey 
excursionists—they moved in eschelon to- 
ward the edge of the river bank on the 
enemy's extreme left. 
“That it could even be attempted to crosa 
the river, eliding sideways through the rusn 
of the water over the paddies of a rickety 
iron bar, by one clinging to the short sup- 
ports in full view of the opposite shore, 
Was an act of reckless heroism against 
which even the wary Cronje had not pro- 
vided. This, however, is what was actually 
done, and it would be difficult to find a 
parallel for the stubborn pluck of the men 
who accompanied Col. Karier across the 
300 yards of dam and weir. One by one 
some #0 of them crossed. Then a detach- 
ment of the Royal Engineers, showing how 
well they could take their part in the fore- 
front of the fighting line, followed them; 
after that some more of the Yorkshire 
Light Infantry. Little by little the force 
was collected, which cleared several of the 
nearest houses on the right and effected 
an occupation of an trrigation patch, from 
which they were never dislodged. 
“ry fight for 13 hours ie an ordeal that 
in any kind of warfare would be a terrible 
strain: but out on the treeiess, shadeless 
veldt (plain), with the thermometer at the 
degree above mentioned, the exhaustion 
suffered by our men was so great that in 
hundreds of cases men and officers allke 
slept as they lay in the scrub, careless of 
the ghell and rifle fire that surged over 
them. To provide them food was impossi- 
ble; to bring a water cart on the fieid—as 
the Coldstream Guards found by bitter ex- 
perience—was only tempting the men to ex- 
pose themselves to death, rushing for the 
water at all hazards and leaving the cover, 
such ae it was, afforded by the nine or ten- 
inch growth of mimosa scrub.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12. — The Senéte 
Committee on Privileges and Bilections be- 
gan its session in the Clark case to-day, 
with a request from the progecution {0 
have the books of the Thomas Cruse Sav- 
ings Bank, at Helena, Mont., showing the 
deposits of A. J. Davidson and a man 
named Toole brought before the committe: 
The original subpena hed only called for 
the deposit slips. The point was not decid- 
ed. 

E. L. P. Ector, a dentist at M'esoula, waa 
the first witness. He had participated in 
the campaign in Ravallii County, in the In- 
terest of E. P. Wood, who was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Legislature jn the 
last campaign, and wha was a friend of 
Mr. Clark. Ector sa'd he had acted at the 
instance of Mr. Bickford, one of Mr. 
Clarks’ managers, Letters from Bickford 
were exhibited. In one of these, written 
after the Legislative e.ection, Bickford 
referred to the presence of ‘‘our friend’’ in 
Hamilton and aeked Ector to ascertain hig 
financial condition. Ector said ‘our friend” 
was Mr. Wood and that he repiled to thie 
letter saying that his indestedness was 
$6500, and that $7000 would probably be 
Necessary to settle all his debts. After- 
ward, Bickford had given him $700 to give 
to Wood. He had then refused to accept 
the money, tei.ng Bickford it was ‘‘all off,” 
as Wood had toid him that he could not 
afford to gell himeelf. 

The witness said that Bickford had 
promised to pay him for his services, but 
that no specific sum had been mentioned. 

“He asked me how much I expected,” 
said the w.tness, ‘‘and | toid him I wanted 
all I could get out of it. I continued Dy 
saying: ‘No doubt you will make a stake 
out of it.” He asked me how 10 per cent 
would do. I gaid: ‘That would be sat.s- 
factory, as I have no doubt you will get 
$20,000 or $2°,000 out of it.’ ”’ 


It appeared that no settlement was made 
with him by Mr. Bickford, and that Mr. 
Ke¢tor wrote to Senator Clark about the 
matter. There was a correspondence with 
that gentleman, beginning Deg. 10, 1898, and 
closing Nov. 8, 1899. These lettérs were read 
to show that Mr. Bickford had been the 
agent of Clark in the Senatorial! race. In 
the first letter Clark said that the matter 
concerning which Mr. Ector had written 
him had been left entirely tn the hands of 
Mr. Bickford and that he would confer 
with that gentleman concerning the mat- 
ter. 

In the second letter, dated Jan. 28, 1899, 
Mr. Clark spoke of the fact that he had 
just been elected, saying that Bickford was 
wild with joy, and adding that while he 
had no personal knowledge as to what he 
had done, he ‘‘never disappointed any one 
who had he!ped him.” This last statement 
was practically repeated from Paris in 
April last, and in another letter written 
from New York Nov. 8 last. In the New 
York letter Mr. Clark said he would refer 
Ector’s matter to Bickford, and in the 
Paris letter he said it was his desire that 
“any man-who served him should be amply 
remunerated.”’ 

One of the letters of the series was signed 
in typewriter and the defense objected to its 
admission. his objection brought out the 
first division in the committee.

A SCANDAL OF THE FIRST MAGNITUDE. 


The letters which Secretary Gage sent to Congress along 
with the string of glittering generalities called his “defense” 
reveal a scandal of the first magnitude. 

Under date of Aug. 8, 1899, President Stillman of the Na- 
tional City Bank wrote to Mr. Gage concerning the taxes 
on the New York Custom House Building: “We shall make 
the above paynwx ut of $2,215,000 upon the understanding, of 

~ course, that we ee not to be liable for any taxes or water 

upon the properyy so long as you remain in possession and 
the balance of $59,000 remains unpaid and the deed is undeliv- 
ered.” - 

The long and short of this ts, that the Secrétary relieved 
the bank of the taxes on the building. That was the net re- 
sult of the transaction. The purchase price was not paid, 
but remained in the bank's keeping. To all intents and pur- 
poses favorable to the bank the building was sold: to all in- 
tents and purposes not favorable to the bank it was not sold. 
It was a case of.,eut your cake and have it, too. 

On June 5, 1897, Mr. A. B. Hepburn, vice-president of the 
bank, wrote Mr Gage demanding that the status of the bank 
ss a Government depository be not disturbed: this letter 
closed with the tollowing hint, suggesting that an increase of 
deposits would be the right thing: 

“Of course, the bank is very strong, and if you will take 
pains to look at our list of directors you will see that we also 
have very great political claims in view of what was done 
during the canvass last year."’
